"It is for these reasons that they 


are supporters of the true aims of 
society, strong reliances of ordered 
government according to public law, 
able advocates of the cause of right- 
eousness and religion and 
effective 


promoters of peace and 
good will 


among the nations of the earth;" 


The 
president 
characterized the 


spirit of brotherhood as the "funda 
mental principle of our country." As 
a result, he said, there is a very great 
deal more of equality In America 
then is yet appreciated." He named 
the elemental virtues necessary to 
success as including industry, loy- 
alty, faith and fellowship. 


Mr. Coolidge confined his remarks 


to his selected topic of frntemallsm 
not touching at any time directly on 
politics.

renewed his war on "the Daugherty 
gang" in public office. 
In a formal' statement Mr. Wheeler 


dealt at lenght with an affidavit said 
to have been made in Atlanta peni- 
tentiary by George Remus, once the 
Ohio "Bootleg King," repudiating the 
sensational testimony he gave last 
spring before the Daugherty commit- 
tee."Testimony before the 
investiga- 


tion," the Senator's statement 
con- 


tinued, '.'disclosed that the present 
warden of Atlanta penitentiary is a 
close friend and political associate of 
Harry M. Daugherty. The incident 
makes it clear that President Coolidge 
will have some house cleaning to do 
because some remnants of the Daugh- 
erty gang are still in office under the 
federal government." 


According to information reaching 


Senator Wheeler and other members 
of the Daugherty committee, the new 
Remus affidavit directly repudiated 
Remus' testimony that he had paid 
about $250,000 to the late Jess Smith, 
Dr. Daugherty's companion for pro- 
tection from prosecution. On the con- 
trary. Remus said. In the affadavit he 
never met Jess Smith or communi- 
cated with-him directly or indirectly. 
Testimony to the contrary, It is add- 
ed, was given before the committee 
in the belief .that it would aid him to 
secure his-release; from prison.

of the state, and especially the working 
'class, •will best be served by the defeat 
of John J. Elaine for governor." 


Harley F. Nickerson, vice-president of 


the International association of Machin- 
ists and formerly progressive candidate 
for lieutenant-governor, is out against 
Elaine, as is Mrs. C. E. Hoebel, president 
of the Madison Progressive association. 
Senator John G, Schuman. another La Fol- 
-lette progressive leader in the senate, who 
is campaigning against Elaine, says the 
governor has adopted a "drifting and do- 
nothing policy."

"We think the men vrho are 
on the ground and who have been in inti- 
mate contact with Elaine during bis ad- 
ministration are the better judges of his 
progressiveness and his capacitities for the 
office he occupies than is Senator La Fol- 
lette. 
We think Mr. La Follette's in- 


dorsement is purely perfunctory, that he 
puts his 0. K. on the governor's candi- 
dacy because of the fact that Elaine was 
apparently in control of the state organ- 
ization and this seemed to be the logical 
course. 


This much may be said from a disin- 


terested standpoint. The concrete re- 
sults of the Elaine administration, wheth- 
er in legislation or in administrative im- 
provement, are nil.

It needs a "common sense" gov- 
ernment, a man as governor who will'try 
to serve the interests of the people first 
and not the purposes, quarrels and self- 
ishness of its politicians. It needs a man 
•who -will be "just a good governor," and 
who will not attempt to constitute himself 
the whole political machinery of the state, 
including the legislature and the judici- 
ary. We are bed-ridden with the kind of 
politics the present administration repre- 
sents. It is absurd to talk of progress 
under that kind of government. • It can- 
not be had. 


We think Mr. Hirst would represent 


an improvement over Mr. Elaine. He is 
not identified with party or factional 
politics to such an extent as to make him 
prejudiced or ineffective. 
He has the 


indorsement of'many of the La Follette 
progressives. He has been a hardwork- 
ing servant of the state and has helped 
to give Wiconsin the best road system in 
the United States. These are recommen- 
dations for his fitness and capacity. He 
bas a clean record as a citizen and pub- 
lic servant. All of these things recom- 
mend him, it seems to us in the present 
situation, as the candidate who should be 
nominated for governor in the Septem- 
ber primary.

THE TREATMENT OF GOITRE 


The mass or universal administration of lodin for 


the prevention of simple goitre, a* employed in the 
schools of several cities in Michigan, Ohio and other 
sections of the goitre district do«% effect the cure 
of goitre in a considerable number of cases in girls 
and boys when there is already some noticeable en- 
largement of the thyroid gland. This practice of 
furnishing an lodin ration to every school child is 
approved by the health authorities. It has proved 
exceedingly valuable as a prophylactic measure 
against a disease condition which, prior to the adop- 
tion of the lodin rationing practice, affected about 
half of all the school children In many schools in 
the Great Lakes basin. 
In records showing the 


administration of such an lodin ration to thousands 
of school children there is no instance of any in- 
jury or any ill effect from the iodin. This is prob- 
ably due to the fact that the quantity administered 
is infinitesimal, scarcely enough in a year to make 
what we would ordinarily consider a medicinal dose. 
As a rule each boy and girl in school is given one 
minute dose each week throughout the forty weeks 
of school, and the dose Is equivalent to a very small 
fraction of a drop of iodin. In many places a pro- 
prietary iodin compound Is preferred by the health 
authorities—it comes in a pretty package and has 
that mysterious something about it which even 
some doctors like to believe in. But this nostrum

"West Virginia and other places 
where goitre has prevailed to an extraordinary de- 
gree, salt manufacturers are now marketing through 
the regular grocery trade ordinary free-running table 
salt which contains a minute- quantity of sodium Io- 
did, and as this tastes like ordinary salt and costs 
he same it makes an excellent means of pro- 
dding an adequate iodin ration for the family. 


Although the use of minimum quantities of iodln 


LS a prophylactic has brought about-the cure of 
iome cases of established goitre, the health author- 
ties do not advise laymen to experiment with io- 
din when goitre is already established, and I think 
he health authorities are right about that for In 
certain cases, iodin in any quantity may prove in- 
urious. In the cystic type of goitre It can do no 
good—only surgical treatment avails. 
In 
the 


exophthalmic type, it may do harm; In any such 
case, even if the iodin does no harm, the patient 
certainly requires proper medical care. 


Probably the only alternative means tor the pre- 
•ention of goitre is the consumption of sea food'— 
all fresh sea fish and shell fish. Some such item 
should be in the bill of fare three or four times ev- 
ery week.

among the long line of miser figures 
in literature Is George Eliot's Silas 
Marner. Every school 
child learns 


how the weaver of the story loses his 
gold and- finds in the place of It the 
golden-haired little girl who reclaims 
his soul. George Eliot was a born 
preacher and tho story of the weav- 
er is very characteristic of her not 
only but of her age as well. Sbe and 
her generation could create a miser 
for no other reason than to reclaim 
him. 


NOT BEST STORY 


Tho story is a beautiful one but it 


is far from telng the best picture In 
literature of the effect of tha love of 
gold upon a human being. The very 
qualities that commend the story 't<j 
thousands, namely tho fact that It is 
t:ie story of he reclaiming of the soul 
of Silas Marner, prevents It from 
placing the emphasis on the analysis 
of the master passion ot greed. In 
"Silas Marner" the miser's reactions 
to tho gold lust are described only at 
the beginning of the story. The real 
story consists fa tho process of his 
deliverence from this curse. 


But there Is comathlng almost ter- 


rifying in a book that gives an un- 
compromising picture of a miser and 
that follows with unswsrving fidelity 
a miser to the end. Such a book Is 
"Eugene Grandat," by M. Grandet, 
Eugene's father, is one of the best 
drawn misers of literature. How the 
lust of gold gets hold on him, • how 
he yields to it mora and more, how 
he starves his family and himself al- 
though he has millions, now lie sac- 
rifices everything and everybody to 
his greed, how on the closing days 
of his life he fingers his gold coins, 
and how his dying eyes direct their 
last greedy look to the sacks of gold 
in his eafe— all this Is told with the 
fidelity of a Frenchman to the things 
as they nra. and the figure of the old 
miser Is unforgettable when the book 
has once tc^n read. 


NO SENTIMENTAL END 


Balzac is relentless and logical. He 


does not glvo his story a sentimental 
ending. He soems to understand tint 
greed, long indulged, cannot be shak- 
en off, and to have reformed M. 
Grandet on his deathbsd, as lesser 
writers mignt have dona, would have 
been weakness and a departure from 
probability. As it is, Grandat remains 
one of the most powerful pictures of 
human greed in literature. 


It is likely that the miser bendlnf 


over his hoard of gold !ias disappear- 
ed from literature because gold is no 
longer so completely tho symbol of 
wealth as it once was. Tha complex 
modem machinery of finance 
"has 


made gold only an incident in a hoard. 
Most people almost never see i<. gold 
coin, and a miser at heart would hard- 
ly br> tempted to collect them. Ho 
would perhaps collect bonds and oth- 
er slips of paper that represent wealth. 


And doubtless today there are mis- 


ers who gloat over tholr bonds and 
In whoso eyes gleams tho passion 
for possession. But thero is a lack In 
tan£flbleness in slips of paper that !s 
found In gold coins nnd thnt mak^s 
the. former unfit for exploitation Jn 
fiction. Misers at 
heart 
there nre 


aplenty even in 
today's 
literature, 


but tho miser gloating over a pile of 
pold has probably dlsapponred for atl 
time from fiction. Tho bonks and the 
modern system of finance have made- 
him almost an anomaly.

Library Gets Ancient Map 


Of Three -Appleton Villages 


A lithographic copy of the first map 


of Appleton which Is nearly 75 years 
old has been presented by Miss Mar- 
garet Grlgnon of Kaukauna to the 
Appleton public library. 
' The map is yellow with age. and 
an inscription on it carried the date of 
April 28. 1853. the year Appleton 
was Incorporated as a city. 
The 


map Itself is older than that for it 
indicates the location of the county 
buildings, which is significant, 
be- 


cause Outagamle-co was not created 
by the state legislature until 1851. 
' It Is a draft by John Stephens of 
the original three village plats of Ap- 
pleton, Lawesburgh and Grand Chute 
which grew side by side until they 
merged to form the city of Appleton 
The map will be preserved among the 
records of the public library as a 
document of great historic value for 
this city. 
Miss Grtgnon la a member of the 


oldest white family of Wisconsin. She 
is a granddaughter of Auguetln Grlg- 
non I. the first permanent white set-- 
tier of Kaukauna.

The latest development in the Ba- 
hamas, a move to start a distillery to 
manufacture American rye whiskey,

attention of prohibition officers.

the Bahama assembly AV. K. Moore- re- 
cently moved the appointment of a se- 
lect committee to enquire into and re- 
port on the working of the spirits and 
*eer manufacturers' act 
of 1920. 


Speaking to the motion. Mr. Moore 
told his fellow legislators that oppor- 
tunities were coming to their island, 
i The Bahamas, he declared, had en- 
Icouraged the liquor traffic, but there 
j-wae no American rye whiskey avail- 
'able, the enormous supplies exported 
*from the United States to those islands 
; before prohibition having been ex- 
t hausted" by the bootlegging business 
'in the four years since then. 


Persons interested In the distillery. 


31% Moore stated, believed the maim- 
factur of rye whiskey and its export 
to the American coast -would be the 
means of resuscitating .the islands' 
: rum running trade and, add to Ba- 
hama's revenues, now at'low ebb be- 
cause much of-the rum running busi- 
ness was being conducted from Ber- 
muda. A committee of seven mem- 
bers -was appointed to report on the 
vrorklng of the spirits and beer manu- 
facturers* act. 
Speaking of the proposed rye whis- 


key distillery, a Bahama newspaper 
remarks that if the Bahamas can sup- 
ply the unsatisfied .demand for rye 
•whiskey, the colony may once again 
ha.ve a monopoly and attract business 
vrlth a revenue of $3 for each proof, 
gallon distilled. Also it may be able 
to insist that buyers take Scotch along

Indians say the name Digger first

said to have been first used by whites 
on their way to California because of 
the Indian custom of digging 
for 


roots. Then, as the whites continued 
their westward migration, the bettlers 
continued to use tho appellation. 


The Diggvi' in Indian allegory came 


from Utah to Nevada, then to the 
Flutes of Pit River, then to Modoc 
county, Shasta

By C. W. ESMOND 


Shall we cherish our whims, our pre- 


judices, our inherited notions or shall we 
cherish our babies? 


Let me illustrate. 
Said a mother to me recently: "No, 


the milk I get isn't pasteurized or certi- 
.fied. It's milk we've been taking for 
ye^rs from the same man and I hate to 
hurt him by changing 
No, I sup- 


post it isn't as safe and wholesome as 
milk from a modern dairy ,but the milk 
man would take on terribly if we quit 
him- 


The milk man was f-rst; the welfare of 


the children was second with her. 


Another one said to me: "We do 


like that cowy taste in milk, just like we 
used to get it on the farm. Pasteurised 
milk tastes different 
Yes, I know 


it must be safe and wholesome and I don't 
suppose we ought to t#ke chances but we 
just can't bring ourselves to get used to 
it." 


A pleased palace first; children's health 


and safety second. 


Said a doctor who specializes in infant 


feeding: "I always prescribe raw milk 
for the babies under my care but I insist 
that the mother shall boil the milk before 
feeding it to the baby. For the older 
children and adults I advise raw milk be- 
cause pasteurizing reduces the vitamine 
content 
Yes, I know the vitamines 


can' be added by fruit juices and green 
vegetables and I know that typhoid, tu- 


berculosis and other diseases are spread 
by raw mijk but I believe we should pre- 
vent the spread of disease by keeping the 
raw milk free from germs." 


In the meantime, while a few genera- 


tions of scientists are seeking for a way 
to guarantee to prevent the entrance of 
germs into milk he would presumably ig- 
nore the adequate protection of pasteuri- 
zation and let human beings go on suffer- 
ing and dying in the interest of his pet 
theory that milk should be-used just as it 
comes from the cow, a theory which he 
abandons when the safety of his own cas- 
es are concerned. 


Is human life and-health so cheap that 


we should unthinkingly sacrifice it for the 
sake of pet theories or pleased palates or 
old friendships? 


"What worlds of theories or taste pre- 


judices or old business relationships can 
weigh in the scale against one infant life? 


"Why so blindly cling to old fetishes 


when across the sky are emblazoned, not 
theories, but facts like these: The infant 
death rate in cities like New York, Toron- 
to, Chicago and others has been cut in two 
in the decade following the enforcement of 
modern health measures, including the 
careful inspection and pasturization of 
milk? 


rWhy should mothers agonize to bring 


children into the world and then sacrifice 
them on the altar of Indifference and Ig- 
aorance ?

Bald. "Is to point out the deficiencies 
of the present plan of recruiting and 
organization of police departments and 
to offer such suggestions as will ulti- 
mately operate materially to strength- 
on tho department organisation." 


Despite the importance, intricacv 


•nd difficulty of the police problem in 
all large cities, the chief said, "no 
scientific study of the subject has been 
made by officials 
or academicians. 


Consequently, police departments have 
lagged considerably in the progres- 
sive march of civilization." He refers 
to present police organizations as "ar- 
chaic.1' 


"An unfit policeman weakens the 


moral fiber of his associates and de- 
stroys public confidence in the depart- 
ment. The organisation suffers and 
eociety pays the bill when policemen 
are dishonest, brutal, stupid, or phys- 
ically or temperamentally unsuited. 
In fact, harshness, cruelty, arbitral- 
ness and unnecessary exercise of po- 
lice powers, produce crime, anarchy 
and kindred social and political ills, 


"Our records show that even men- 


tally unstable men have bean appoint- 
ed policemen and their condition has 
not been recognized by commanding 
officers until they have killed some 
Innocent person, or have committed 
eome heinous offense."

under the present uncertain financial 
condition vary from 2 to 3 per cent 
monthly. Further-more the amount 
of credit available for manufacturers 
and agriculturists Is greatly limited 
by the restricted circulation of renten- 
martcs, which must be kept low to 
prevent the rentenmark from collaps- 
ing'as did the paper mark. 


So all in all the German manufac- 


turer, farmer or merchant who Is jn 
need of a loan to carry on his opera- 
tions, finds himself in great difficulty. 


Few manufacturers can purchase 


raw matens's. make them up. market 
and collect on the product in less than 
two months. Money borrowed 
for 


such an operation adds tremendously 
to the cost. Merchants everywhere 
are marking up their stocks and mak- 
ing the public bear the burden, even 
on stocks obtained before the renten- 
mark was placed on a solid basis. 


The shoe industry In Germany is 


especially handicapped by the high in- 
terest rates. During the period when 
the pacer mark was making its spec- 
tacular fall, dealers stocked up with 
shoes at very low prices. "Warehouses 
were filled with them and the markets 
were glutted. Consequently the man- 
ufacturers had to shut down. 
Now 
there Is a demand for seasonable shoes 
of late style to freshen up the accumu- 
lated stocks of shoe dealers, but 
money is so dear that manufacturers 
cannot finance their operations. 


Interest rates, high taxes and un- 


certainty of the financial situation are 
advanced by merchants as the reasons 
for the extremely high prices asked 
for almost all manufactured articles in 
Germany. Dr. Schacht, president of 
the Relchsbaak and directors of cur- 
rency, fully realizes the great handi- 
cap Imposed on Industries by the 
strict limitation of credits. But he 
says the rentenmark cannot be kept 
stable if credits are not carefully re- 
stricted, and he believes the republic 
as a whole will do better with stable 
money and restricted credits than it 
would with a falling currency.
